LONDON, October 9.—Archdea- 
con Colley, rector of Stockton, near 
Rugby, will make a sensation at the 
church congress at Weymouth this 
month by moving the appointment 
of a committee representative of 
the established church to inquire 
into psychical phenomena, , 

Archdeacon Colley has embodied 
his spiritualistic experiences of 
thirty-three years in an address, 
which is to be published in three 
languages, and which is based upon 
a diary in which he has recorded 
carefully various supernatural visi- 
tations, s 

“My object,” + said Archdeacon 
Colley, ‘‘is to explain what I hold 
strongly—that there is scientific 
proof of life beyond the grave, 

“Religionists say that we want 
no proof, but I wish to show that it 
is a truth that does not depend upon 
belief, article, or creed, but on proof 
positive—ocular, auditory and tan- 
gible—that these spirit people of 
whom I speak have been seen, heard 
and touched by me. 

“T give dates for all the circum- 
stances and chapter and verse,” 

ARCHDEACON CITES EXPERIENCE, 

In one instance the archdeacon 
avers that he and four friends were 
sitting with a medium when the 
form of a little child, was discerned 
on the medium’s left. 

The child was seen in the full 
gaslight, pursed her mouth to receive 
kisses, spoke, and, on the instruc- 
tions of the medium, fetched articles 
from different parts of the room, 

Eventually an ornament on the 
mantelpiece was indicated. As the 
little girl went forward the fire 
blazed up witha scorching heat, and 
she drew back in alarm. 

nvoluntarily Mr. Colly asked: 
“Did it burn you, my dear?” and 
the reply came back through the 
medium; ‘Yes, I felt it.” 

Another spirit form called 
realization through a medium was 
that of an Egyptian. He was tall, 
walked about the room and finally 
sat by the side of the archdeacon, 
who examined him through a Stan- 


into 


hope lens closely, observing the 
frontal ornament of the turban. As 
he passed his fingers over it, it 


seemed to melt away. 

Altogether the Egyptian remained 
visible for an hour, and was induced 
under the influence of the medium 
to write on the back of Archdeacon 
Colley’s card. For this a pencil'was 
placed near him. The pencil was 
held at the same angle as a stylus, 
and the writing ran from right 
left. 

SPIRIT WRITES IN COPTIC. 

Subsequently the card 
warded to the authorities of the 
British Museum, and the writing 
was identified as Coptic. Facsimiles 
have been prepared, which the arch- 
deacon will produce at the congress. 

The archdeacon assign the wed- 
ding which took place last July 
between his son, Lieutenant Colley, 
and an Irish girl to a recent visita- 
tion. 

While paying a chance call in 
London, Lieutenant Colley was told 
that a woman wished to see him. 
He was confronted with a medium, 
a total stranger, who told him that 
the spirit of his dead mother wished 
to communicate with him. A mes- 
sage ina faint voice was dictated 
by the gpirit through the medium, 
the meaning of which was beyond 
the*lieutenant’s comprehension. 

Presently another and strange 
spirit spoke and delivered a message, 
which proved afterward to concern 
a woman in Ireland.

{ TALKS WITH DEAD HUSBAND. 


During a pastorial visitation 
Archdeacon Colley came across am 
instance only a few days ago, in 
which a widow who was on her 
deathbed talked aloud for some time 
with her husband, whose spirit, she 
declared was in the room. y 

“I do not believe in pressing these 
things before unbelievers,” said the 
archdeacon, “because life is too 
short for controversy, and, as some 
one has said, controversy equalizes 
wise men and fools. 

“What I have learned I have 
learned by experience and patient 
experiment, and by constant fas¢ing. 
I have not been afraid to imperil 
my position by my assertions in 
favor of spiritualistic beliefs. 

“It has been borne in upon me 
that I ought to speak, and I shall 
not cease to claim that these 
manifestations should be received 
as being just as credible as 
Bible incidents, in which angels ap- 
peared to man. There are many 
things which must be left to the 
scientists rather than the church, 
I am ready to be cross-examined, 
and I want inquiry to be made,” 

Archdeacon Colley fgraduated at 
Magdelen College, Oxford, in 1869, 
He has been a curate at Coventry, 


morning lecturer at St. Anne’s 
Wadsworth, and has worked in 
Portsmouth, 


He spent some years in Natal, and 
was appointed rector of Stockton in 
1901.

The N.S. A. Convention has been 

im session at Minneapolis the past 
week. So far we have not been 
able to secure anything more than 
casual reports and will defer any 
general mention until next week. 

There seems to have been å very 
successful session and the past year 
seems to have been a prosperous 
one for the N. S. A. While it does 
not show any decided growth, it has 
added eleven new societies to its 
membership, while losing others, 
some of which have gone into the 
State Associations and thus are still 
- members of the N. S. A. 

There seem to have been a num- 
ber of serious questions up for dis- 
cussion, some of which must right 
themselves, while doubtless others 
could be righted by proper treat- 
ment at the hands of the Spiritual- 
ists, if some unity of action could be 
decided upon. 

The great trouble we find in hand- 
ling any of these complex subjects 
is the lack of decided action on the 
part of those professing to be Spirit- 
ualists. Another drawback to unity 
of action in conventions is that del- 
egates comprising Theosophists, ‘‘In- 
vestigators,’’ Mental Scientists, and 
“ists” of all kinds are seated as well 
as professed Spiritualists. This 
should not be. Only open avowed 
Spiritualists, those who are Spirit- 
ualists at home as well as at camp- 
meetings and national conventions 
should ever be seated as delegates 
to decide the public destinies of 
Spiritualists. They cannot decide 
the destiny of Spiritualism. 

We wait the results of the delib- 
erations of this Convention, trusting 
the wisdom of its delegates has been 
such that light has been thrown 
upon many obstruse subjects. That 
the “Fraud Question” has been sat- 
isfactorily settled, that some satis- 
factory tests have been suggested, 
that a court of inquiry has been 
instituted so that definite decision 
can be given. 

The great advance that has been 
made in the past year is the Court 
of Inquiry held at St. Louis. Pos- 
sibly it was not individually just what 
it should, have been—that is not 
what we are discussing—but it 
established a precedent by means of 
which Spiritualists go on record as 
making a National effort to deter- 
mine if a certain medium is genuine 
or fraudulent. Such inquiry will 
ultimately result in good

usefulness and need of the N, S. A. 
During the year just closed, your 
Secretary has written and sent 
forth to individuals and societies 
nearly two thousand letters—upon 
many subjects germaine tothe Cause 
‘of Spiritualism and to the work of 
organized bodies in addition she has 
forwarded quarterly circular letters 
to our chartered bodies—State and 
Local—also frequent letters to the 
Spiritual papers for publication, dis- 
tributed the usual literature through 
its proper channels and feceived a 
number, of visitors at »the Home 
Office from far and near. , In all 
instances she has received the ut- 
most of courtesy and fair dealing 
from private and public workers, in- 
vestigators and even from. skeptics, 
and has only to say, that human 
nature being the same everywhere, 
one has only to extend courtesy to 
receive it in return. 

During the year, the N. S. A. has 
granted but eleven charters—all to 
local societies—one each in St. Louis, 
Mo., Newburyport, Mass., Bradford, 
Pa., Sheridan, Wyo., Grand Junc- 
tion, Leadville and Denver, Colo., 
and two in Louisville. Ky., one in 
Salem, Mass., and one in Jersey 
City, N. J. The latter society was 
organized and chartered by our 
missionary at large, Rev. H. C. 


. Dorn of Newark, N. J., most of the 


other ten societies @vere organized 
by our special missionaries, Mr. 
and Mrs. Sprague. But this list of 
societies by no means comprises 
the number of associations for Spir- 
itualists that have been organized 
by our missionaries, for they have 
labored in many states where State 
Associations exist. and have organ- 
ized societies within such localities 
getting them chartered with their 
respective State Associations, thus 
strengthening the Cause in their 
sections. increasing the infiuence of 
the State Associations and also 
assisting The National Association. 

Several societies have withdrawn 
from direct affiliation with the 
National by joining their State 
Associations; this the N.S. A. in- 
dorses and rccommends. The First 
Spiritual society of Lynn, Mass., 
has withdrawn and we are glad to 
report that the Massachusetts State 
Association, by its President and 
members, has pledged its fealty 
anew to the N. S. A. in most loyal 
and emphatic terms. The N.S. A. 
has a large number of local socie- 
ties in the “Old Bay State” as well 
as in other parts of New England, 
all of which are full of loyalty to 
the cause and to this organization, 

We report the Rhode Island State 
Association as inert, if not wholly 
defunct. All other State Associs- 
tions are reported active and full of 
zeal for ‘the Cause, also in good 
standing with the N. S. A. We 
have up to Oct. Ist, about one hun- 
dred and twenty local Societies 
in good standing but as many 
societies annually pay up their ar- 
rears at convention and wheel into 
line Our present report can not 
possibly give adequate list of our 
auxiliaries that are in spirit loyal 
and im readiness to discharge all

By the unfailing help and gener- 
osity of our noble treasure, Mr. T. 
J. Mayer, the Medium’s Relief Fund 
also received a most valuable addi- 
tion. In the recent spring, Mr. 
Marer caused your secretary toissue 
a call to the public, through the 
spiritual papers, and by corres- 
pondence with societies and indi- 
viduals, for a collection of one thous- 
and dollars for the Medium’s Fund, 
he promising to give personally 
another thousand if the first yas 
raised. After much pleading on the 
part of all concerned, including our 
faithful editors sof the Spiritualist 
papers, more than the sum asked 
for was raised, or about thirteen 
hundred dollars, which with the 
thousand from our good treasurer 
added twenty three hundred to the 
Medium’s Fund. This, however, 
wasa very necessary benefaction, 
for unless frequent additions of 
considerable amount are made to 
‘the Relief Fund, it will be buta 
matter of comparatively brief time, 
before our worthy beneficiaries will 
be cast back to the cold realms of 
poverty and want, since with’ even 
the few regular pensioners on our 
list we are paying out fifteen hun- 
dred a year in addition to frequent 
appropriations of twenty or more 
dollars for temporary aid to “the 
deserving mediums who find them- 
selves suddenly ill or stranded in 
some financial way. 


We have now the following regu- 
lar pensioners on our list, all well 
known and trusted workers for the 
Spiritual Cause, all aged and worn 
out in the work, unable to do much 
for pecuniary return: Dr. Dean 
Clark, Mrs. Cutler, Mrs. A. Angell, 
Mrs. M. E. W. Wright, Mrs. Annie 
Lord Chamberlain, also her blind 
sister, Jennie Lord Webb, Abram 
James, Belle Bush, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jaqua, Lyman C. Howe, The sum 
of twelve per month may not be a 
great deal for a human being to 
live on, yet our beneficiaries are 
grateful and happy thatthe N, S. A. 
is also glad that it has undertaken 
this good work. To all criticism 
from individuals who occasionally 
offer advice, but never donate a 
cent towards our good work, your 
secretary desires to say that we 
have investigated every case On our 
pension list and know it to be both 
genuine and worthy, and we feel 
that the little that we or the public 
can do towards helping the aged 
and crippled workers of the past 
to spend their declining days in 
peace is by no means too much,-nor 
half enough. The N.S. A. desires 
to add to its list of beneficiaries and 
will do so as means allow, there are 
plenty of worthy candidates for a 
place on the list and we shall be only 
too glad to aid them as soon as pos-

The law suit of the Morris Pratt 
Institute Assn., with certain heirs 
of the Morris Pratt estate, has been 
reported as settled in favor of the 
College and our Cause; the N.S, A.

behalf of the College as directed by 
the Convention of 1904. The will 
of Mr. Goff of Lansing, Mich., in 
which he bequeathed a large sum 
to the Mich., State-Assn., for the 
maintainance of a Mediums Home 
and other good work, has been con- 
tested by certain interested parties; 
the Mich., State Association carried 
on the case as long as possible with- 
out help then called on the N. S. A. 
for aid which has been freely grant- 
ed, the National Association and the 
Mich., State Association entering 
upon an agreement to carry the 
case to the Supreme Court. This 
case is still pending and final report 
cannot be given upon it.

The Game of Whist. 

Whist is thought to be of English 
origin and a development of the game 
trump,,or triumph, which was played 
in England in the time of Henry VIII. 
Whist was not mentioned by Shake- 
speare or the writers of his day. Its 
earliest record is in the poems of Tay- 
lor, the water poet (1621). It is spoken 
of in the second edition (1680) of Cot- 
ton’s “Compleat Gamester” as “the 
game of whist, so called from the si- 
lence that is to be observed in—the 
play,” but as whisk seems to have been 
its original name, according to some 
authorities, this derivation is not as- 
sured. The game was at first nine up. 
This was changed to ten up early in 
the eighteenth century, and in 1864 
the experiment of dividing the game 
into half, which was first tried as early 
as 1785, was generally adopted by the 
clubs. 


How Swallows Build Nests. 
Swallows and house 
by sticking together pellets of pre- 
pared road mud. Most of the material 
is obtained from the drying puddles on 
the high roads, If not mixed with any- 
thing else the tendency of these pellets 
would be to crumble when dry. But 
the swallow tribe is supplied with a 
mucous secretion which enables it to 
gum the particles together. The swal- 
lows’ nests, from which the Chinese 
birds’ nest soup is made, are construct- 
ed of this mucous matter only. An In- 
dian swallow, which builds little bout 
shaped nests against the trunks of 
lofty trees, practically makes them of 
dried saliva.—Brooklyn Eagle.
